LEGAL PttOPBSSIONS. 

Mr.fSeihIiiC moved^'the sbeSnd^reading 



of tho bo)M /iJe resident priictitioiiera of 
tho province. Ho believed in rociprouity 
in this matter, and that tho province 
should have the same restrictions which 
wjere met with'^ elsewhere. The existinji 
act was in favor of the younger inembera 
of the profession hero, and he should 
oppose the second reading of the bill. 

Uon. Mr. Ruboon did not believe in 
free trade in physio or in law. The bill 
dealt with u question aiieotiug not the 
public lives but their,, pqraea, and with 
persons who, unlosa^^thByiWiBru properly 
regulated by law, woire 'liablo to appro- 
priate tho entire property of tho.te em- 
ploying them. The bur made the bunch, 
and it wa,s manifestly iniportunt to asour - 
tain before admitting to practise in the 
pirovince tho oharaotor and titneas of those 
appij^in^^. ^ The; removal of the present:

grade tho bar and dubrtHe tho bench. Ho 
believed in meeting other provincod on 
fair ground, as obtained now, and clial-

terests of the province were sufforing 
under the prusont statute. Free trade 
meant ruin to tho public and fleecing of 
the people. Many unoccupied Inw^ era 
w(iuld stir up litigation and ninko ilio 
province tho pasturo grmuid of iill the 
scallywags of the. profession. 

Mr. Gulbraith waa in favor of tho bill.

Hon. Mr. Sinithe said tho opposition 
used their usual tactica and put words irt:;

-The hon. member for Ivooto- 
nay favored tho leyal bill lant year, and 
thia year turned completely round, chang- 
ing his iderts. Tho wliol'] iir^^nnient nf tho 
hon. gentluinan waa in favor of protecliag 
thu legal profession outside thia province 
the expense ofcthpjstfalreBdy here.Tlie legal 
pi'ofe'ssiorradimlgSf'Boar harshly on a few 
individuals, but it eortainly was a pro- 
tection to tile uiajnrity. It would not be 
right in any Bunso to allow any one to 
come in here and immediately ht'i;in tho 
practice of law. Such a thing woul.i o[)- 
erate adversely to the interests of clients 
who might'be uiifortuuaio otioagh to em 
ploy them. The young men who wore 
growing lip here should certainly bo af- 
forded a certnin iiieaHure of protection in 
preference to those who might cnue from 
other countries. For those reasons ho 
would heartily support the ameDdmeiit 
for a six mouths' hoist. "" ' 
j Mr. Orr would oppose the amendment, 
as he thought:the principle of tho bill was 
good.

Mr. Seinlin — A necessary evil. 
Hon. Mr. Davie — Yea, perhaps so, aud 
jjossibly the honorable, goutloman was one 
of those ■«-ho took the same view that a cer- 
tain gentleman had. - expies^ed. lately, viz., 
that the sooner lawyers, doctors and clergy- 
metf werB? kicked out of the province tho 
better. . "It waa unfair that strangers should 
come hero and bo placed at onea on the 
same footing a» young men who wore born 
here uud. who had passed a probation of 
five years and who were known to have ex- 
cellent moral c'haruoteiH. -Such would bo 
unfair, and would tend tostillo all ambition 
among these who were here when they knew 
that they wereliabloto be forced into ooinpe- 
titiou with those who had just arrived. Aa 
regarded reciprocity, wbioh the mover had 
alluded't<!>,' be'imght'say-'Tthat-adyopates of 
tho British Coltimbia bar could, only bo 
heard belore tho privy cbnnciron idalter^i 
atlectiug the province. While it was true 
that members in high standing in the legal 
profession elsewhere would not bo allowed 
to plead here until thoy had complied with 
tho requirements of the not in force here, so 
also ■Vr'aa it true that no UritLsh Columbian 
lawyer could practice in, for instance, tho 
Outaiio ooiu-ts, lintil he had fultilled certaiu 
provisions. The present act gave oppbr- 
lauity to enqnirb into tho private and pro- 
fessional character of newcbnkVr8,''nnd'it'eii- 
sured to the pubho that they would not be 
harmed by such an dne'^laftk Of knowledge 
of our pro\dncial law'wnich''ubald'buiy''be 
acquired by application aud a residence 
where opportunity -was famished 
for gaining ' practical exnerieune 
from disoussiou of points tla wtrj 
of uecesity always arising. It was not too 
much to ask also that, before such appli- 
cant put himself forward as a proctitioner, 
he should qbalify himself on the laws of 
tiie ptovince and the statute laws of Can- 
ada. How wore the public to know that 
a new arrival was cognizant of all these 
matters ! According to the Dritish North 
America Act the right of appointing judges 
belongs to tho Dnininion of Canada, but 
while that was given to them they were 
coinpelldd'to iappoiut those jadgoB frem 
tho bar of that. province. It would, there- 
fore, be manifestly unfair to place new 
comers in a positit^n to fill suoh an ap- 
puiiitraeiit in such a short time as they 
w(juld be' by the bill which the hon. gen 
tleinan had introduced, 'Iho protent ait 
had worked well, and having taken lAery- 
thing into consideration he was induced 
to Vote against the Second reading of tho 
bill now before the house. 

iSIr Beaven intended to support tho 
bill; ho believed in encouraging emigra- 
tion, no matter of what olitsa.'. No stated 
length of residence should 'be made com- 
pulsory before lawyers were allowed to 
practice in the courts, 

Mr. Drake intended to oupooo the sec- 
ond reading of the bill. 'Ihe mover cum- 
jjlaiued that properly qualified persons 
were debarred from practising until after 
a oertaiDJiletlgth'; of residence-, ^vbut the 
question:- wasi whb were "'qualified ?: and 
.how could that be nnsworod without some 
such restriction as in vogue ? \ person 
who might be thoroughly qualified in tho 
ooniraon . law of Eng'and was not 
therefore qualified to advise upon pro- 
vincial statutes with, whi.oh.^he, was 
unacquainted. The fatjt that BOme 
who had presented themselves for 
examination had :u>t been thought by tho 
board gompetsnit to pass waa proof posi- 
tive of the necessity of the existing act. 
There had been no complaints that he had 
heard of that tho benchers had over exer- 
cised their authority in au arbitrary or 
tincatldd for way. The country might want 
immi'urants, bqt not of a class who 
might prove to bo of no character. A 
bill of thia kind might bo passed by thosa 
who would suffer for it and thou after-, 
wards blame othera for the consequences 
of their own action. The bill was a re- 
trogade moveq\ont and would meet with 
his opposition, 

Mr. McTaviol; had voted for tho exist- 
ing act and saw no reason for altering hia 
opinion. He was in favor of encouraging 
lopal , talent .and moved 'a six iiionths' 
hoist. ' Seconded by Mr. T. Davie. 
■ Mr. Dunamuir thought the; bill a. step 
in the wrong direction for the less lawyers 
there were hero the batter.

It was well known that idle hands soon 
found misohief to do,- and lawyers, if too 
rAany and in want of work, would aoon 
l^nd some to the detriment of the general 
pjablioj-^^, He should vote gag?i,i5iv, the bill. 

Mr." Pooley did notth'mk'the bill should 
receive tho support of tho house which 
had passod n bill two years ago that 
hati been found to work vvoU ever since. 
The atntement of tho leader of' the oppo- 
sition that lawyers of standing would have 
ooine horo had it not been for the resi- 
dence clause was no argument at all he- 
oauBB it waa quite as necessary that law- 
yers of mark, any, in tho "old oountry, 
should before practising horo bo acquaint- 
ed with the local statutes and the statute 
law of the-Dom|n»o»-of -Oahadii. Unlosa 
tho clause in the present act, which this 
bill proposed to affect, was in force, it 
would bo competent for lawyers from tho 
oast perhaps to como horo get their names 
on the list, go away , for years 
very likely and not return until perhaps 
some vacant legal., position offered itself

^MUmOlFAL CQNTEAGT3. 

At the last regular mooting of the city 
council tenders wore opened for the 
pertormance of certain rock work. One of 
tho tenders was so absurdly, ridiculously 
low that doubts were expressed of the abil- 
ity of the tenderer to perform tho work for 
tho price asked. However, in accordance 
with a well estsbliahed rule of the couticil, 
the contract was awarded to the lowest man 
and he was notiflod to proceed with it. On 
Monday evening the contractor went to tho 
city huU- and intormed bis worship and the 
Btieet ..committee' ' th At 'biS tender was sub- 
■initted by mistako and he declined to pro- 
coed. As no security had been exacted the 
council were powerless, and recourse was 
had to the next lowest tenderer; but he, 
too, ascribed a reason for not taking the 
job. In tho result tho council had only one 
of two alternatives to adopt, viz. : To rul- 
vertise afresh for tenders, with the disad- 
.vanlago that all the tenderers woidd know 
what the former bids were and could regu - 
late the ,neW'|}id8 aiccordingly ; or to keep on 
aso.e'(tding' ithe"B(!ale' of the old bids until 
someone could be found to take tho job at 
-(bis tender.H'Fortunately, the third lowest 
on the list accepted the contract at his figure, 
and tho bargain was closed. This figure, 
we need scarcely say, was very much higher 
than that at which the contract was first 
awarded. It is scarcely neeessary to add 
that had the council, whan calling Tor ten- 
dors, stipulated that security should accom- 
pany each bid, there would have been no 
mistake on tho part of the lowest bidder. 
But one course is now open to the council. 
It should in future require a cash deposit 
or ample personal security from all tender- 
i^rs and tbua prevent even'-the possibility of 
a scandal arisingjj, through/ .collusidu or 
"miatake. " ' ' '" 

f NEvMiMfii Peculations. 

The city oouiioil, after-'sevdral long sit- 
tings, have paaaed a new code of rulea 
for the guidance and government of tho 
police of the municipality. The duties of 
the superintendent, sergeants and con- 
atablea are defined; and bo soon na Iho 
rules can bo printed a copy will bo placed 
in tho hands of each member of the force. 
liThey provide for a >:iiledica! inspection, 
prevent patrolmen while on" duty fre- 
quenting public or other houses; require 
tham to report disorderly ostablishraonts 
and to patrol their beats continuously 
while onjlutyjQE^trolmen.- jre required 
to report, among other matters, cruelty to 
animals, burnina chimneys, and other un- 
usual and unlawful occurrences while on 
their beats. It is hoped that tha na>v 
rules will insure a gre.itor amount of ef- 
ficiency on the part of the force and ren- 
der a reduction in their number possible 
at an early'date. The coat of the police 
departioeot was about §16,000 last year. 



THE NEW TRADE AVENUE. 



The annonn cement that tho stenaiship 
Sr.rdonyx has been chartered by a Mexican 
company to ply between Victoria and Mau- 
zanillo, touching at all important ports on 
tho coast going and coming, is welcomed 
for two reasons. Tho first cousidoration, of 
course, being tho introduction into a com- 
paratively new market of the chief products 
of the country — coal, lumber and flsh; and 
tho second,.^the..early exportation of the sur- 
plus Chinese population which at present 
rendera ohioken-life .-hereabouts very inse- 
cure and fills the' town with panpyrs. A 
direct trade in tropical productions with this 
province and Canada will probably result 
through the inaiiguraliou of this line; and 
if the Canadian governmeut in ever alive to 
the opportunity, reciprocal trade relations 
with Alexico might be inaugurated throujjh 
tho inlliieuce of this new lino. It would be 
a great thing for British Columbia ii its 
coal, lumber and fish found a free market 
in Mexico. 



To TiiK Editor: — In your iasno of Satur- 
day lost I notice with much pleasure your 
leader on "Pilots and Pilotage," but to my 
mind you have not gone far enough. 

I quite agree with you that tbo pilotage 
should bo centralized at Victoria, but to 
obtain that you would raise no end of sec- 
tional fooling, and I am not very sure that 
pilotage would bo very much bettered there- 
by. 

Now, sir, what seems to tno would bo tho 
best Rysteia is for the Dominion government 
to have the pilots appointed, say from six 
to eight, superintended by some compotout 
person familiar with the buaiuoBs, also 
appointed by tho Dominion government, 
tho same person to have charge of all the 
buoys in tho districts of Victoria, Nanaimo 
and New WVrttuiiuster. The above is tho 
way sneli matters are conducted in most all 
tho Australian coh.nies. 

The Hystem you suggest has been tried 
here, but was found to be uuwcu-kable for 
tbo simple reason that pilotage and politics 
v,o hand in baud, and until the one is sepa- 
rated from the other we will hav.e, no end. of 
trouble, I am aware that tbiere is quite a 
scheme for 
choose to 

mention. Nevertheless, until some such 
arrangement is inado we will never have a 
satisfactory pilotage service. 
, It would bo a very easy mutter for tho 
Diiminion govornment to control the ser- 
vice and that without any extra coat to 
thu country, viz., by creating a small ad- 
ditional tnx on shipping, say from six to 
seven cents per ton would be ample under 
.tho new systoin, instead of as it is now. 
S.-iy a vessel going to ikirrard Ttilothas to 
pay four dollars per foot draught of water, 
and the same outwards, provided they aro 
in tow of B tug boat; and if under sail 
they pay seven dollars a foot each way. 
riie.^o figi^res may seem large'bdt they aro 
not so, when all the expenses aro deduct- 
ed, some of which to my mind seoin moat 
ridiculous. Oiio of theso 1 will tako this 
opportunity to mention, and that is thu 
ten per centij taken off all the earnings of 
tho pilots for qffice^busiiiess, which, un- 
der the now system, would bo abolished. 
There aro various other matters that could 
lie mentioned that need amoudiug which 
1 will endeavor to show you later on.

Considering 
the circuinstancea of the situation, and 
the fact, tbflt it is only three days 8inc<) 
the .cabinet held its 6rst. meeting, I do 
not' tiling three ^weeks— the period 
mentioned by Glad stone — too much for 
prepp.ration of- the momentous scheme 
of legi.slation which we expect." 

With regard to the statetnent that 
has been widely circulated that the 
government intends, to -introducp a 
land hill before discussing legislation 
for home rule, Parnell said: 

"if the governments adopts that 
coui-.ii- it will gravely mistake the sen- 
timent cf tho Irish ppoj)lo and their re- 
presentatives in parliament. Before all 
questions, in importance for the well- 
fare of Ireland, and in the anxiety of 
the .Trisb peopfe, of the , Irish parlia- 
mentary party arid of myself, is the 
questifm of home rule.

Kansas Oity, Jan. 28,~The day be- 
fore the last blizzard appeared - in -tW 
region, MrySimedn S;'-^Baker,^ aJ-welU 
known jeweler of tliis place, drove up 
to tbe residenos of Mrs. Harry McOoii- 
nell, with whosts husband he was well 
acquaintod, and proposed thut hor two 
little children take a sleich ride with 
him/ H« had la ABpirited i horse, a fine 
cutter an3~ two or three magnificent 
robes, Thti mother got the children, a 
boy and ijirl, aged 9 and C years re- 
spectively, ready for tbe trip, and the 
gentleman started off with the proiuise 
. that he would only take them to the 
post office,- and .that, hp jnrould be back 
in a f^w miiiutea' As time passed on 
and he did not return, Mrs. McConnell 
became uneasy, and when darkuesa 
brought a howling auow storm and ic- 
tense cold, she sent messengers out to
